N DECEMBER 9, 1914, a roaring inferno all but wiped out the 

worldly wealth of my father, Thomas Alva Edison. It was 
that fire which gave me a deep appreciation of his philosophy of 
life. Over the years, the lesson it taught has repeatedly bolstered 
my flagging spirits in moments of adversity. 

The fire was caused by spontaneous combustion of motion- 
picture film. A chain reaction of explosion and flame was set off, 
and within 12 hours, my father’s extensive plants at West Orange, 
N. J., were a smoldering jumble of blackened foundations and 
concrete skeletons. Only his old red brick laboratory buildings 
and one other structure, situated apart from the others, escaped 
the fire’s ravages. 

Damage exceeded $2,000,000. Insurance coverage was only 
$268,000 because the concrete buildings, among the first such 
structures ever built, had been considered fireproof. But the 
flames fed fiercely upon motion-picture film and tons of rosin, 
celluloid and other highly inflammable materials used in 
my father’s plant. A string of burning freight cars carried the 
flames to huge alcohol storage tanks which exploded, shooting 
great sheets of flame high into the cold night air. It was a spec- 
tacular conflagration, and at the height of the fire, the water 
pressure failed. 

When this happened, I ran up the yards towards the old Edison 
Laboratory — the red brick building which had served my father 
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GUTTED EDISON plant 
after the holocaust. It would - 
have broken a lesser man

so well. My heart ached for him. He was standing by the labora- 
tory doorway, disheveled by the strenuous exertion of helping to 
fight the fire, his white hair tossed by the December wind. 
“Where’s Mom?” he wanted to know. I couldn’t tell him. 
“Go find her. Tell her to get her friends down here right away. 
They'll never see anything like this again as long as they live.” 
Then he walked quickly toward the burning record plant. 
I was dumfounded. There was all he had going up in smoke 
and he wanted me to find Mother so that she and her friends 
could see the Big Show! 


On tHat grim December night I was 24. My father was 67. I 
realized then that courage, gameness and optimism do not need 
a youthful body in which to flourish. Their only requirement is 
character and a youthful mind. 

As I’ve said, my father’s cherished little laboratory never did 
burn, and the job of rebuilding the rest of the plant was begun 
before the last ember was extinguished. Production resumed so 
incredibly fast under his direction that the first post-fire phono- 
graph was completed on New Year’s Day. 

To me, his remark of “Where’s Mom?” epitomized the game- 
ness of thisman. And next day, as he surveyed the fire-blackened 
ruins, that gameness was brought home to me again. He turned 
to his discouraged associates with these words: 

“You can always make capital out of a disaster. Now we are 
rid of a lot of our past mistakes.” 


JUBILEE. The article on this page by Charles 
Edison reminds us that the electrical industry 
is celebrating its 75th anniversary this year 
with “Light’s Diamond Jubilee.” 

In 1878 when he was 31 years old, Thomas 
Edison set out to develop a system of electric 
lighting to compete with the gas lighting of 
the day. He and his staff ran through hun- 
dreds of experiments to develop both a practi- 
cal incandescent lamp and a system for the 
mass generation and distribution of electricity. 
On October 21, 1879, he perfected. the lamp, 
and on New Year’s Eve he demonstrated the 
complete’ system in Menlo Park, N. J. Now 
all you have to do is push a button.

Innocent-appearing neighborhood hazards 


have brought death to thousands of American 


children. Check your own property — and your 


community. If you find one, here’s what to do

F THERE is an “attractive nuisance” in your 

neighborhood, it may kill one of your chil- 
dren. If you have an “attractive nuisance” 
on your property, even though you don’t 
realize it, you may be held liable for the death 
of a child killed by it. 

What is an attractive nuisance? Legally, 
it is defined as something that harms children 
but irresistibly attracts them. Every year 
these menaces take a terrible toll of young 
lives. Abandoned quarries and wells, crum- 
bling foundations, sand pits, gravel piles, old 
iceboxes, water-filled pits, claim their victims 
over and over. Invariably corrective action 


follows these tragedies, rather than precedes it. 

I recently visited the family of a three-year- 
old boy who had suffocated last summer when 
a huge stock pile of construction sand sud- 
denly buried him. He was an only child. The 
mother told me about it. “Afterward, the 
construction company removed the sand pile,” 
she said, “and an insurance company paid us 
some money, but what can money do? Can 
it fill that nursery?” 

I interviewed one mother whose little boy 
had drowned in a water-filled gravel pit within 
shouting distance of her kitchen window. 

“I had been chasing kids away from that

pit for months,” she told me. “I shouted at 
them so much I was hoarse. But that it should 
be my own boy who was killed...” 

One of the saddest cases I came across 
involved Mrs. Robert Carpenter, of Grand 
Haven, Mich. Mrs. Carpenter had bought a 
new refrigerator and put her old icebox on the 
back porch. Her four-year-old daughter, Lila 
Mae, while playing in the icebox, locked her- 
self in, but her mother discovered her in time. 

But still that icebox was not removed. Three 
weeks after the first near-tragedy, Lila Mae 
and a playmate, Pamela Pfishner, locked 
themselves in the same box. But this time, 
death won. Although rescuers revived Lila 
Mae, Pamela was dead. Š 

In 1953, more than 30 children lost their 
lives by shutting themselves up in these dis- 
carded, back-yard iceboxes. After each trag- 
edy, the icebox turned coffin was removed. 
But why not before? 

Most parents whom I interviewed are aware 
of some of these neighborhood death traps but 


they think there’s nothing they can do about 
them because they are on private property. 
They’re wrong. There’s plenty that can be 
done. 


Adults’ Responsibility 
To Becin with, the law has been on your side 


“for a long time. This is in brief the way the 


attitude of our courts has been described: 
“Most courts have deemed it wise and humane 
... to exact from adults a certain extraordi- 
nary degree of foresight and care [as regards 
children’s safety].” : 

That is the basis of the attractive-nuisance 
doctrine. It is the basis on which you can get 
action. Let’s suppose you’ve taken a look 
around and discovered that your child and his 
buddies play in an old, crumbling building 
foundation that is obviously unsafe. It’s on 
private property. What can you do? 

1. If you know who the owners are, phone 
or write to them, explain the situation, ask

We have attended advanced showings of 
the films themselves, some exhibited in a 
rough state, for they have not all been readied 
for release. And we can report that they 
represent, even in the form in which we saw 
them, an advance in photography over the 
earlier and almost experimental “The Robe.” 


They Have to Act 
They also indicate that CinemaScope may be 
evolving an entirely new film technique. 
We do not see what there is to stop the tri- 
umph of CinemaScope unless something more 
colossal and equally practical is developed — 


as for example Todd-AO, the new Michael 
Todd 120-degree curved screen. Any of the 
wide-screen processes seem to point to the 
virtual elimination of the closeup, which was 
Hollywood’s unique contribution to the screen. 
Sequences are longer, and there is less move- 
ment of the camera. Actors will have to learn 
how to act — the camera will not do their 
acting for them. 

At least two of the pictures we saw excited 
us with the possibilities of the new medium 
more than any CinemaScope production we 
had seen before. One was “Prince Valiant,” 
a $3,000,000 investment in a story based on 
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Victor Mature and Susan Hayward

a comic strip about King Arthur’s Court. In 
it are Robert Wagner, Janet Leigh, James 
Mason, Debra Paget and others, but interest 
will be less in the cast, perhaps, or even in the 
story than in the sensational scenic back- 
grounds, filmed in Scotland and rivaling Cin- 
erama travelogues in their sweep and beauty. 

One shot in particular, of a Viking ship 
rounding a bight of land to enter a fjord, is 
unrivaled by anything that has come out of 
Hollywood before. About the story, we can 
only say guardedly that it certainly has plenty 
of action all of the time. 

“Night People,” the other film well worth 
a tip-off, struck us as being the best of the 
CinemaScope dramas to date, in terms of 
acting and direction. The cast includes Gregory 
Peck, Broderick Crawford, Rita Gam and 
Anita Bjork, the Swedish screen star, and it 
was filmed in Germany. 

In “Night People,” CinemaScope has solved 
one of its basic problems — that of dramatic 
situation and dialogue involving only two 
people, as in the first meeting between Craw- 
ford and Peck in the picture. The direction 
of this scene is closer to Broadway than to 
Hollywood, the long sequence is uninterrupted 


by shifts of lights or camera. And it is still 
effective on the screen. Wait until you see it! 

“Demetrius And The Gladiator,” with Vic- 
tor Mature and Susan Hayward, is a sequel 
to “The Robe,” and seems to share in both 
the faults and virtues of the original. But the 
photography is strikingly better. It cost 
$3,500,000 to make, so it represents almost 
as big a gamble as “The Robe,” which to date 
looks as if it may return at least $20,000,000 
on the investment. 


~ Marilyn Goes Outdoors 


“River Of No Return” is a more conven- 
tional outdoor drama, filmed in the Canadian 
Rockies. It is distinguished for its scenery, 
always sensational in CinemaScope; but 
chiefly for the surprise casting of Marilyn 
Monroe as a great out-of-doors girl, wearing 
uncommonly tight levis, by the way, as the 
only concession to the ruggedness of her role. 
“Hell And High Water” deals with sub- 
marines and atom bombs, for the first time 
in CinemaScope. Bella Darvi, a new discov- 
ery, and Richard Widmark are starred. The 
big problem in this picture was not to en-

A WASHINGTON You NEVER SAW BEFORE 


Tms WEEK presents a historic “lost” 
portrait, painted in Philadelphia in 
1796, and now rediscovered in Madrid

ISTORIANS of the future will have no trouble figuring out what 

President Eisenhower looked like; their only problem will be picking 
out a picture to decorate a history book out of the thousands, possibly 
millions, that are being made. In the case of George Washington the 
situation is considerably different. Only a scattered few portraits were 
painted during the first President’s lifetime, the great majority by two 
artists — Gilbert Stuart and Charles Willson Peale. One of Stuart’s por- 
traits has been reproduced,so often on dollar bills and other places that 
it is graven on the memory of every U.S. citizen. 

For this reason I was particularly struck by a painting I happened to 
come upon in Madrid a few months ago. There, in the San Fernando 
Academy, almost unnoticed for a century and a half, has hung a portrait 
of Washington totally unfamiliar to Americans. Behind this painting lies 
a story and a mystery. 

On September 19, 1795, an ad in the “Gazette” of Philadelphia, 
then the capital of the U.S., announced the arrival of the Venetian painter 
Perovani, who offered to paint “‘pourtraits of all sizes.” 

Perovani evidently did not find Philadelphia too receptive to his talents, 
for within a few years he left for Cuba. But while in Philadelphia he 
executed a portrait, signed and dated Philadelphia, 1796, of President 
Washington, under circumstances we can only surmise. 


Confused Background 
‘Wasumcron’s diary for the year 1796 is lost, and there is no record any- 
where of a sitting for a painter. The first we know of the picture is that 
it came into the possession of the Prime Minister of Spain, Don Manuel 
Godoy, a celebrated statesman of the epoch. An important American 
diplomatic mission to Spain was carried out in 1795-96 by Thomas 
Pinckney, of South Carolina, resulting in the Treaty of San Lorenzo. 

More probably the Spanish minister in Philadelphia, Don Jaudenes, 
commissioned the portrait as a present for his boss in commemoration of 
the treaty. Perovani is known to have painted the ceiling of Don Jaudenes’ 
house in Philadelphia. = 

The background details of the picture assume significance in this light: 
allegorical figures representing Spain and the U:S., the treaty of San 
Lorenzo between the two countries, the map of the unfinished city of 
Washington, the signatures of Washington and “El Principe de la Paz” 
— Godoy’s high-flown title, “Prince of Peace.” The painting thus sym- 
bolizes the act of friendship by the two statesmen. 

A major question is whether the Perovani portrait was done 
from life or was merely a copy of a Gilbert Stuart. The original 
quality of the Perovani (see below left) appears conclusive. 

Where Stuart’s portrait seems to show Washington as the statesman 
in repose, the Perovani carries more feeling of power and energy. Perovani’s 
Washington is a man of action, a soldierly figure capable of enduring 
hardships, accustomed to accepting responsibility and relying on his own 
resources and judgment. It is hard to believe that such a portrait as this 
was made without sketches from life. 

Thus it seems we owe a belated vote of gratitude to the obscure but 
talented Italian artist Perovani for making the Father of our Country a 
little more real and human for us. The End

De let a psychologist look 
over your shoulder as you 
wrestle with your income-tax form 
this year. Chances are he’d learn a 
little too much about you — your 
upbringing, personality and hab- 
its. That’s the disquieting news 
from Dr. Sidney M. Jourard, psy- 
chology professor of Emory Uni- 
versity in Georgia. It seems you 
give yourself away. 

If you file your return at the 


earliest possible moment to obtain 
a refund, psychologists tab you as 
the smart business type, alert to 


act to your advantage in money — 


matters.. If you have to pay but 
file early anyway, chances are that 
you pay all bills promptly and 
enjoy top credit rating. 
Impulsive Type 
Bur if you speed through the 
return merely to get rid of the job, 
Dr. Jourard says, you probably are 
impulsive by nature and rush into 
all projects with wild enthusiasm. 
In your eagerness to get results, 
you may overlook important 
angles and discover later that you 
have blundered seriously. 
Dr. Irving Lorge, of the Insti- 
tute of Psychological Research, 


Psychologists can tell the darnedest things 


about you — your personality and your habits — 


just from the way you make out your return 


New York, says that personality 
characteristics which come to the 
fore at tax-filing time often can be 
traced to your childhood. Do you 
postpone filing until the last mo- 
ment? Probably your parents per- 
mitted you to put off unpleasant 
chores as a youngster and you were 
always devising: means of staying 
up beyond your bedtime. 

“ Most persons dislike grappling 
with income-tax figures,” Dr. 
Lorge says. “Some tendency to de- 
lay is normal. But others who wait 
until March 15 may be manifest- 
hate to part with money.” 

Before choosing a husband, a 
girl could profitably observe her 
candidate as he files a long form, 
Dr. Jourard has noted. If he lists 
all deductions and contributions 
to the decimal, he may also want 


- his bride to account for her grocery 


allowance to the penny. A man 
who keeps no records and does not 
know what amounts he can deduct 
probably is indifferent about 
money. Chances are that his 
family finances will be man- 
aged badly unless his wife han- 
dies the exchequer. 

One who deliberately cheats the 
government indicates that he 
unwilling to accept rightful obliga- 
tions. He will palm his responsibil- 
ities off on others if he thinks he 
can get away with it. “He is prob- 
ably untrustworthy in other situa- 


tions as well,” Dr. Jourard says. 
“And if he gripes excessively about 
‘unfair’ taxes,’ beware of a perse- 
cution complex!” 

On the other hand, men seeking 
a budget whiz of a wife have a sure- 
fire test! Marry the lass who’s 
happy filling out the long form! 

Masculine Superiority 

Psycnoxocists find tip-offs on 
marital harmony by observing how 
a husband and his working wife file 
their joint return. Dr. Edward J. 
Shoben, Jr., of Teachers College, 
Columbia University, says that 
such couples usually discuss ques- 
tions together and agree on deduc- 
tions. 
“If, as sometimes happens, the 
husband takes over the job and

deliberately keeps his wife out of it, I suspect that he 
may be struggling to show off his masculine superior- 
ity, about which he may have serious doubts himself.” 

Dr. Lorge says that many persons refuse to take 
rightful deductions, and others deliberately overpay. 
“Some feel basically insecure. They try to buy the 
government off,” he explains. “They may fear the 
consequences if tax officials call them in and accuse 
them of cheating. 

“Others are buffaloed by figures— and are 
ashamed of it. They reason that they make up 
for any errors in their return by giving Uncle 
Sam something extra.” 

Feelings of insecurity reflect themselves in other 
ways. Roger Greene, shoe clerk, earns $4,000 a year 
and has merely routine deductions. By filling in a few 
lines, he could complete the short form. Yet every 
year he pays an expert $5 to assure him that the return 
is accurate. 

“This man seems to be groping for some kind of pro- 
tection,” Dr. Shoben says. ‘He may be afraid of what 
the authorities will do to him if he makes one mistake. 
You can find individuals with this fear of authority 
and need for security among the followers that dicta- 
tors thrive on.” 


The Well-Adjusted Taxpayer 


How does the well-adjusted person, normally at ease 
in handling money problems, prepare his return? 

Most psychologists agree that unless he’s in the top 
brackets with intricate tax problems, he works out his 
own return and gets advice only on technical questions. 
He reads newspaper stories which give suggestions on 
filing. . 

He takes advantage of legal opportunities to reduce 
his tax, but does not resort to lying. He takes most 
deductions in round numbers, and does not keep rec- 
ords for every dime he spends. He regards filing the 
return as a necessary, but not pleasant, obligation. 
When the job is done, he forgets about it and does not 
worry about possible mistakes. His attitude toward 
his return is reasonable, and he believes that Revenue 
officials are reasonable, too. 

“Above all,” says Dr. Lorge, “he doesn’t gripe end- 
lessly over his taxes. He recognizes why they’re a 
necessary nuisance. He is glad to pay the price it 
costs to be an American.” The End

HE second painting in our new cover series, 

“The American Scene,” will stir memories 
for millions of Americans who’ve visited 
Williamsburg, Va., where Colonial America 
is kept on display.

month later, another water-filled 
sand pit in that community, 
under the jurisdiction of the 
same police and the same district 
attorney, claimed a third child 
as its victim. As I made the 
rounds of this town, I could not 
help but be reminded of Captain 
Alward’s statement to the effect 
that any police force that says it 
can do nothing about a poten- 
tially dangerous situation simply 
isn’t doing its duty. Was that the 
trouble here? 


One Viewpoint 

I spoxe to one of the officials 
who handled these cases. Here 
are my notes of his remarks, 
just as I took them down: 

“The people at fault here 
are the parents. Kids today just 
don’t have enough discipline. 
Hell, when I was a boy if my pa 
said stay away from that sand 
pit, I stayed away. Kids are like 
spaniels — they need training. 

“If they’re trained right, they 
won't get killed. Those kids that 
drowned just needed a good 
strapping. It’s not the property 
owners’ fault that their fathers 
didn’t use the strap enough. 
What good’s having a law against 
these things? Why should the 
D.A. be expected to do all this 
extra work because parents are 
so bad about their kids today? 
Maybe a few get killed off, par- 
ents will wake up and begin to 


train their kids properly.” Cap- 
tain Alward was certainly right. 

Of course, if you have public 
officials like this in your city, the 
only remedy is to turn them out 
of office. But fortunately, I found 
that most cities operate quickly 
and efficiently when young lives 
are involved. 

In Chicago, Alderman Robert 
Merriam showed me relevant 
nuisance ordinances that are in- 
voked to deal with various harm- 
ful conditions. In Pittsburgh, a 
city detective took me along on 
an attractive-nuisance complaint 
that he was investigating. In 
that case, on being informed of 
all the facts by the detective, the 
owner promised to remove sev- 
eral iceboxes and old automo- 
biles from his premises within 
two weeks.

boys where the pond in question 
was a long distance from the public 
sidewalk, not visible from it, and a 
high fence had to be climbed to 
reach it. 

This article has not undertaken 
coverage of all conceivable attrac» 
tive nuisances such as fish pools, 
trellises, etc. In any case you 
should not feel that you must go 
to unnecessary extremes in rendet®, 
ing your own property safe — it’s 
simply a matter of exercising good 
common sense in noting the play 
habits of the kids in your neigh- 
borhood and spotting hazards. 

But to be safe, even though you 
have taken every precaution and 


think you have no attractive 
nuisances on your property, you 
should protect yourself with liabil- 
ity insurance covering accidents 
of all types. 

And as a parent, concerned 
about some condition in your 
neighborhood, keep this in mind: 
There is almost certainly a specific 
nuisance law in your city that can 
be enforced to correct a dangerous 

ituation. If the police won’t act, 
an appeal to the mayor will usually 
get prompt results.

GRAPEFRUIT DIP 


N RAPEFRUIT tangs a dunking sauce. The juice- 
sparkling nips are pieces of the chopped fruit 
— pleasant little matters for the teeth to touch. 
The sauce is an eye-catching ‘‘show-off” served 
a la half shell surrounded by crisp celery sticks, 
jackstraws of carrot, pepper strips, cucumber 
fingers, flowerettes of cauliflower, apple slices. 
These are finger foods — dip, then munch! 

Pick a grapefruit well shaped, a fruit firm yet springy under the 
finger tips. Choose a specimen thin skinned, heavy in the hand. Cut 
the fruit into halves, remove segments; the half shells are holders. 

Grapefruit is a bountiful crop this season, around 37 million boxes 
from Florida, our main source; but fruit, too, from Texas, Arizona 
and California. More than half the grapefruit harvest is of the seed- 
less varieties, but if the fruit you buy has seeds try this: cut fruit in 
half and before removing sections, take a sharp fruit knife and with 
one circling movement cut through the membrane around the seeds, 
and out with core and seeds all in one lift. 

Grapefruit has certainly come up in the world since that day in the 
early 90’s when Mrs. Potter Palmer startled Chicago society by serv- 
ing it as a first course at one of her imperial banquets in the Palmer 
mansion. Then grapefruit had a quince-like flavor to pucker the 
mouth. To mute the bitterness the fruit had to be steeped in sugar 
for hours ahead of serving time. Today grapefruit needs little or no 
sugar. And look how big -- one average-size fruit is a double fistful. 


Fresh Grapefruit Dip 


-4 ounces cream cheese 1% teaspoons lemon juice 
8 drops Tabasco 14 grapefruit 
14 teaspoon Worcestershire Paprika 
sauce Chopped parsley 


Mix cheese, seasonings and lemon juice until fluffy. Remove grape- 
fruit sections; cut into small pieces. Add fruit and juice to cheese 
mixture. Spoon into grapefruit shell. Garnish with paprika and 
parsley. Place in center of hors d’oeuvres dish. Arrange apple wedges, 
flowerettes of cauliflower and sticks of celery, carrots, etc., around 
plate. Approximate yield: 34 cup dip.

STAR OF “TEA AND SYMPATHY” 


When you hear those fatal 
words, watch out. It may 
be the beginning of the end 
of a beautiful friendship 


ANY a person probably wishes he’d followed 

Shakespeare’s advice to “neither a borrower, 
nor a lender be.” Lending can lose you more friends 
than almost anything else even though it seems it 
might do the opposite. 

Of course one can’t say “no” automatically to 
every request, but it is wise, I think, to look the 
situation over before you make a move. Borrowing 
is much more prevalent in the United States than it 
is in England where I come from, but human nature 
doesn’t change basically from place to place. 

The first rule about lending, I think, is to lend 
only those things you can remain cheerful about.

Person- 
ally I limit my book lending to current novels. Some 
of my books I love dearly, and I’ve gone to a lot of 
expense to collect them.

compass the explosion but to frame the 
cramped submarine quarters on the wide 
screen. It should be a hit. 

But then we believe that almost anything 
good that is produced in CinemaScope today 
will be a smash. , We have faith in Dr. Chré- 
tien’s invention and Dr. Chrétien himself. 

Nearly a year ago, at his home in Nice, 
we met Professor Chrétien. He assured us 
then, quite impersonally as a scientist, that 
his invention would be entirely acceptable 
to the public. 

“They will see it here,” he said, tapping 
himself on the head. > 

If Hollywood had respect for its own 
heroes, it would erect a monument to this 
man. A suitable place would be the 20th 
Century back lot, right next to the huge 
drill where Darryl Zanuck is digging for oil. 
They may find that oil, but even then they 
probably struck it richer with Professor 
Chrétien. 

“The man who sayed Hollywood,” is 
the way they refer to him reverently in 
the executive offices there. 

The Man Who Saved Hollywood seemed 
more amused than impressed by the hulla- 
baloo his optical device had stirred up. He 
has been to Hollywood, but never visited a 
movie studio there, his concern being with 
the Mt. Wilson Observatory, which he 
visited in an advisory capacity. He never 
goes to the movies. 

Professor Chrétien is one of the world’s 
foremost authorities on telescopes, lenses 
and the science of optics in general. 

He dismisses his invention briefly — 
“Known principles of optics,” he says. 


Started 20 Years Ago 


He rirst toyed with the idea more than 20 
years ago, when he was asked to solve the 
problem of throwing an image, without dis- 
tortion, on the wide and rounded walls of 
the great exhibition hall on the Champs 
Elysées in Paris. What they had in mind 
was a wide screen, but reviewing the possi- 
bilities, Dr. Chrétien hit on the idea of 
encompassing a whole wall, using normal 
35-mm. film in the camera. This he achieved 
by compressing the image on the film, and 
later expanding it through another lens when 
it was flashed on the screen. The trick was 
to develop precision lenses capable of widen- 
ing the image to the same degree that it had 
been narrowed. 


He never bothered to patent. the device, 
and to this day is not sure that it is patent- 
able. In this connection, he partly confirmed 
an amusing rumor about the negotiations 
between | imself and 20th Century-Fox. 

According to this story, Spyros Skouras, 
during the industry’s search for a cheap 
rival to Cinerama, flew to Paris to make 
Professor Chrétien an offer. 

“But I have no patent,” said Dr. Chrétien, 
highly entertained by it all. “You can have 
it for nothing.” 


~ His Secret 


Sxouras, it is admitted, magnanimously 
but vaguely assured Dr. Chrétien that he 
would be taken care of and flew hastily back 
to his company with the startling news. And 
it was then, according to the slightly mali- 
cious interpretation, that he made his hand- 
some offer to give CinemaScope to the whole 
industry. 

Nevertheless, Dr. Chrétien still has some- 
what of a monopoly on the process, the 
secret being that few other people can make 
the lenses with the perfection the device 
requires. 

The whole thing was amicably settled by 
Skouras’s agreement to rebuild Dr. Chrétien’s 
laboratory in Paris, dismantled by the Ger- 
mans during the occupation. Also he re- 
ceives royalties on the making of the lenses 
used for CinemaScope. 

Dr. Chrétien, it may be stated, is happy 
with the deal. He appears to be a dedicated 
scientist, content to live modestly with his 
attractive wife and daughter in an ancient 
mansion, picturesque but crumbling, high 
up on the Grand Corniche, the mountain 
road from Nice to Monte Carlo. He has a 
garden of which he is very proud, and a 
home laboratory, built by himself, of which 
he is even prouder. A huge telescope of his 
own fashioning dominates the laboratory, 
and from it Dr. Chrétien, during World 
War II, watched the landing of the liberat- 
ing American Army. 4 

Dr. Chrétien is a remarkably jolly soul, 
with a smile of irresistible amiability. He 
hardly takes his invention seriously. 

And it’s true that Cinerama is still more 
striking, and doubtless has its own exciting 
possibilities. But for the workaday screen 
world, as an answer to TV, and if only as 
an innovation, CinemaScope is the thing to 
watch this year. The End
